Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 4/28/2005 is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because the scope of the inventions are 
the same.
